What would that mean? It would . mean a 
loss to the eity alone. of something like £50,000 
a year. He had been MI, informed that 
the orders for work which the Dublin Dockyard 
Company had to refuse during the past two 
years amounted to a quarter of a million of 
money. Indeed, since last Thursday, owing to 


the facilities which had now been given to | 


them, the Dublin Dockyard Company had re- 
ceived orders for two or three large steamers. 
(Applause.) In giving full credit to the mem- 
bars of the Corporation on the Port Board, and 
to Alderman Moran, who, by his casting vote, 
was able to save this enterprise from ieaving 
the city, he was sure his colleagues would not 
think him invidieus in giving due eredit to Mr. 
Sherlock—(applause)—for the part he had 
taken in this matter. From the time he had 
made the startling indictment of the Port and 
Docke Board in the Council two or three 
months ago he had never relaxed his efforts 
until last Thursday, when he realiged the con- 
summation of his fondest hopes. 


THE PORT AND DOCKS BOARD. 

e As shipbuilding was beeoming suth an im- 
portant question he (the Lord Mayor) thought 
the time had come to throw the Port and Docks 
Board over altogether, and that the Corpora- 
tion and the citizens should take time by the 
forelock and approach the Government and the 
Admiralty with the object of turning the port 
of Dublin into a great shipbuilding centre, so 
that preparations could. be made for the build- 
ing of new ships and the repairing ef old ones 
at once. (Applause.) 


ALLOTMENTS, 

Aa to the Land Cultivation Allotments 
Scheme, as they would remember, two or 
three months ago the-Local Government Board 
intimated to the Council that they would be 
this echeme to be put in 
force by the Corporation. 1b waa adopted by 
the Corporation. He had never sat on @ com- 
mittee whose members acted so loyally towards 
each other, but he had never sat on a com- 
mittee in whose way there were so many ob- 
stacles thrown. Nevertheless, the committee 
had done very good work. They had allotted 
269 plots, but the pity of it was that they 
had 1,200 applications etill etanding over for 
which they could aequire no land. Instead of 
the promise made by the Lord Lieutenant 
being fulfilled the Allotments Com- 
mittee had been belittled in every 
move they made, and dust had been thrown in 
their eyes by the officials in Dublin Castle. 
They were told a fortnight ago that they could 
have 37 acres at Islandbridge as an alternative, 
but they found that was a military encamp- 
ment, where there were gas houses, bomb 
houses where men were learning how to throw 
bombs, and to escape gas, some hundreds of 
horses and trenches: all ever the place, and 
there were only 10 acres in reality suitable. 
When Dr. Sherlock indignantly remarked that 
he was prepared to go out and take a certain 
portion of the land im the Pheonix Park as a 
protest the Lord Lieutenant got behind a 
barbed wire fence, and at the present time the 
gates of the Phoenix Park were guarded by 10 
or 12 policemen. What a disgusting picture 
for the King’s representative in this country to 
present—first, promising vo give a portion of 
the Pheonix Park for tillage, and then towed 
by tho Chief Raliger, and told that it did ‘not 
matter if he broke his word, for he was not the 
first British statesman that broke hie word #6 
the Irish people, nor would he be the last. 
The matter at the present moment stood thus-- 
the Local Government Board were pub: 
ting their compulsory powers into opera: 
tion, and the Under Seeretary a Department, 
the Department of Agriculture, the bad Go- 
vernment Board, and the Board of Works were 
having a row amongst themselves to try and 
keep the Lerd Lieutenant’s promise etraight 
before the public.

penditure of public money, but an increase of 
the revenue of the Port and Docks Board, what 
became of the Irish Times and its defence of 
its representatives upon the Port and Docks 
Board that they could not be charged with 
obstruction in the matter? What hed the 
Trish Times to say to the delay in even con- 
sidering the requests of the Dockyard Company 
from January, 1915, to the end of February, 
10172? Wae not that obstruction, and if it were 
not obstruction it was palpable negligence, 
gtriking at the best interesta of Dubhn during 
two long and valuable years, when the Go- 
vernment were anxious to give ships to build 
to anyone and to everyone, and none was al- 
lowed to be built in Dublin by the action of 
the Port and Docks Board. 

Mr. Moran said a tribute waa due te the 
majority of the Port Board, who, by their 
votes, adopted the report. Nothmg was more 
contemptible than that men should beeome 
members of a public body for the purpose of 
advancing their own interasta.

Decem 
last the Council had before it a report from 
the Estates and Finance Committee recommend- 
ing that a bonus of 5a, ag week, to e effect 
from the lst May, 1916, be granted to all whole- 
time officers or employés of the Corporation 
whose salaries do not exceed £260 per annum, 
and who are not in receipt of a war bonus, or 
an increase of salary or wages to meet the in- 
creased cost of living. That was postponed for 
“information, and Mr. Beattie, who was Chair- 
man of the Committee, said yesterday that he 
would not move it.

That the wage of fhe light labour—i.c., three- 

uarter time men—be fixed at 25s. per week,”

DISCUSSION AT DUBLIN ROTARY CLUB. 
The question of “ A Fiscal Policy for Ireland” 


was discussed by Mr. John O'Neill, a member 
of Lord Balfour oí Burieigh's Committee, at 
the weekly luncheon of the Dublin Rotary Club 
yesterday at the Central Hotel.

The 65rd exhibition of the Watdér Colour 
Society of Ireland will be opened today at 
Mills’s Hall, 8 Merrion row, Dublin. It was felt 
by the society that difficulties due to the war 
should not be allowed to prevent the holdiag 
of the exhibition, and though it is smaller than 
usual, the members having been restricted to 
showing a maximum of four works, the exhibi- 
tion wall justifies itself.

GUNBOATS’ DASH. 

This morning our infantry, ‘whose splendid 
elan secured this alvaniage, were bivouacking 
in the Shumran Bend, when they saw our gun- 
hoats steaming up the river, with decks cleared 
for action. They lined the banks and cheered. 
Tt was the first time for months that the Navy 
and troops in the firing line had met. The in- 
fantry, efter the attack at Sanna-1-Yat, 
eounted 500 Turkish dead in the trenches, and 
took 500 prisoners. — Our aeroplanes, flying low, 
harried the retreating Turks, dropping bombs 
on them, and emptying their Lewis guns into 
their ranks.

The Senate of the United States is the 
only legislative body in the world which 
cannot act when its majority is ready for 
action. A little group ef wilful men, re- 
presenting no opinion but their ewn, have 
rendered the great Government of the 
United States heipless and contemptibiec. 

The remedy? There i# but one remedy. 
The only remedy ie that the rules of the Senate 
ehall be ao altered that it can act. The 
country ean be relied upon to draw the moral. 
I believe the Senate can be relied on to 
supply the means of action, and to save the 
country from disaster. ' 

The President has authorwed the further 
gtaternent that what haa rendered 
situation even more grave than 
beon eupposed w the  diseovery that, 
while the President, under his general 
constitutional powers, ean do much of what he 
has asked Congress to empower him to do, 
it hase been found that there are certain 6id 
statutes untepealed which may raise insuper- 
able practical obstacles, and may nullify his 
yower. The old law referred to was adopted in 
819, It dealt with the resistance of American 
merchantmen against attacks of privateers and 
pirates, but it excluded from vessels which might 
be resisted a public armed vessel of a nation in 
amity with the United States. Technicatiy 
Germany is not at war with the United States, 
and submarines are public armed vessels of Ger- 
many.

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GERMAN PRESS AND THE 
MEXICAN SCHEME. 

Count Reventiow, in the Tagesteitung, de- 
scribes the policy in regard to Mexico as a 
iolicy of throwing a match into a powder barrel. 
The offer to Mexico of an alliance would seem, 
he says, to have been largely due to a want of 
intimacy with Mexico and with Mexican-Ameri- 
ean relations, 

The Weseer Zeitung ig severe in its comments 
on the Mexican affair, which, ib says, is to be 
regretted. It holds that good relations should 
exist between Germany and the United States, 
and that a renewal such relations should be 
hoped for even in the event of war between the 
two countries, The paper asks, what use to 
us could be an alliance with Mexico? It points 
out that with Mexico as an ally Germany would 
have to support Mexico in peace negotiations. 

The Koelniache Volkeceitung sayt—The be- 
trayal of our offer to Mexico is, we cannot 
deny it, certainly unpleasant for us, and renders 
more difficult our relations with the United 
States. We do not thereby, of course, mean 
to say we should censure this offer in itself, Wo

We have always professed an unselfish purpose, 
and we covel the opportunity to prove that our 
professions are sincere. 

There are many things still to do at home 
to clarify our own political atmosphere, to add 
new vitality to the industrial processes of our 
own life, and we shall do them as time and 
opportunity serve. Bat we realise ,that the 
greatest things that remain to be done, with 
the whole world for a stage, and in co-operation 
with the wide, universal forces of mankind, and 
we are making our apirits ready for those 
things. 
of the war itself, and set civilisation up again 
We are provinciala no longer. The tragical 
events of thirty months’ of vital turmoil through 
which we have just passed have made us citizens 
of the world. There ean be no tarning back. 
Our own fortunes as a nation are involved, 
whether we should have it so or not, and, yet, 
we are not the less Americans if we but remain 
true to the principles in which we have been 
brought up. They are not the principles of a 
rovince or of a single continent. Ve have 
Eat and boasted all along that they were 
the principles of liberated mankind. 


WHAT AMERICA STANDS FOR. 


These, therefore, ere the things we shall stand 
for whether in war or in peace. That ali 
nations are equally interested in the peace of 
the world and in the political stability 
of free peoples, and are equally respon- 
sible for . their maintenance; that the 
easential principle of peace is the 
actual equatily of nations in all matters of 
right of privilege; that peace cannot securely 
or justly reat upon an armed balance of power; 
that Goveruments derive all their just powers 
from the consent of the governed, ahd that no 
other powers should be supported by the com- 
mon thousand; the purpose or powers. of the 
family of nations that the seas should be 
equatly free and safe for the use of all peoples 
under rules eet up by common agreement and 
consent; that so far as is practicable they 
should be accessible to all upon equal terms ; 
that national armaments should be limited to 
tho necessities of national order and domestic 
safety; that the community of interest and 
power upon which poace will henceforth depend 
imposes ae each nation the duty of seeing to 
it that all influences proceeding from ith own 
citigens meant to encouragé or assist revcluiion 
in other States should be sternly and efleyiually 
suppressed and prevented. 

Í need not argue these principles te you, my 
fellow-countrymen. They are your own, part 
and parcel of your own thinking, of your own 
motive in affairs. They spring up native 
amongst us. Upon this, aa upon a platform of 
purpose and action, we can stand together, and 
it w imperative that we should stand together. 
We are being forced into a new unity. Amidst 
the fires that now hlaze throughout the world, 
in their ardent beat’ we shall, in God’s pro. 
videnee, let ua hope, be purged of faction and 
division, purified of errant era, ef party 
and private interest, and stand forth in the 
days to come with a new dignity of national 
pride and apirit. Let each man see to it that 
the dedication is in his own heart, thai the high 
purpose for the nation in in his own mind, that 
he ia ruler of his own will and desire. :
